TURKS THREATEN TO 


MASSACRE GREEKS 


Massacre Throughout Turkey if Gre- 


cian Government Breaks With 


Turkey or Joins Allies 


Allied Fleets Continue Bombardment 


Dardanelles-Turks Claim to Have 


Sunk Mine Sweeper

Bucharest, Roumania, March 8.—Fearing a massacre of all 


foreigners on Turkish soil if the Dardanelles forts fall, the 
Roumanian government has issued a warning to all her sub- 
jects in Turkey to leave that country at once. Open threats 
have been made by Turks in both civil, official-and private life 
against all Greeks if the Grecian government makes any war- 
like moves, according to dispatches received here today. 


The Turkish envoy to Greece is reported to Have notified 


the Grecian government that it will be difficult to restrain the 
outbreak of Turkish citizens if Greece is to enterthe war on 
the side of the Allies. There are many thousands' of .Greeks 
living on Turkish soil at the present'time. 


Coupled with these threats by Turkey, warnings have been 


issued and conveyed to the Diplomatic Corps at Athens by, 
Count-Mirbach, the German minister^ that^ a demonstration 
against Turkey by the Grecian government will be followed 
by an immediate declaration of war on Greece by Germany 
and Austria.
